Dr. W. H. Giddings, superintendent of 
the asylum, and others. 


The report says the food furnished 


was insufficient 
in quantity and 
in- 


ferior in quality. 


The report finds that Dr. Giddings 


himself strapped and choked patients. 
It further states that the patients were 
kept in a nude condition in rooms 
barren of furniture and having ce- 
ment floors. These patients were al- 
lowed no rugs, and the rooms, the rs- 
port charges, were unheated in cold 
weather.

One-third of 
the net revenue:; derived from the liquor 
licenses goes to the state, the other two- 
thirds to the comities.

meals except in hotels. . It way be re- 
marked as aa aside that; tho term hotel 
has been stretched very 'thin iu the iu- 
terprstatiou of the Kaiiies law.

Heijrer being a solation of the liquor 
probienj tlisz anything yet fonnd prac- 
ticable. JSc" York cit™ had before tho 
law went isito. effect 10,118 driufciug 
pliicts. It now has a little over 7,310. 
The number of sr.lcoas diminished more 
than 27 per cenL At the same time the 
public revenues increased from the li- 
censes in round nambeis §8,000,000. 
'Tho state gets one-third cf this, the city 
the rest. If the showing for the rest of 
tbs state is as good, and it probably is 
nearly as goccl,. the lessening of tho bur- 
den cf New York taxpayers vrill be con- 
siderable.

The canals dwindle and dry up and turn 
from black to red, showing that they 
have gone dry or nearly so. It ia sup- 
posed there is little or no rain upon 
Mars. On the whole, we of the earsh 
probably have it better than the Mar- 
tians.

That may act 
be political economy expressed learned- 
ly, but it is cold fact. 


The lesson of political economy .that 


money is not wealth, bnt ouly the rep- 
resentative of wealth, is practically un- 
derstood better in the Kongo Free Stata 
than it is by some people in civilized 
lands. 
With the Kongo native beads, 


cowrie shells and brass rods pass freely 
where barter is not practicable. For a 
tiny cupful of blue beads one can bay 
food enough to last him a week. The 
natives will not- take the white man's 
money if they can help it. It is no good 
to them, they say. A bandanna handker- 
chief, on the other hand, represents great 
wealth to them, and for it they will give 
the trader 100 times its value in their 
goods.

the celerity of nmshroom growth, 
declare tha« in washing clothes hand 
lahor cannot compare for cleanliness 
and economy of means to an onil 
\vith machinery. It is not therefore 
surprising to find a laundry, engi- 
neering and sanitary exhibition — the 
fourth of. its kind — flourishing ex- 
ceedingly at the Agricultural hall, 
Islington. 


Ail the wide floor space is given 


over to machinery in motion, ironisR 
machines, air propellers, hydro ex- 
tractors, disinfecting, tumbling and 
separating machines, portable boil 


s for ventilating and drying 


purposes, pressure 
washing ma- 


chines, improved blowers, gas irons, 
•washtub ranges, steeping, rinsing 
and bluing- tanks, drying horses, 
ironing stoves, smokeless combus- 
tion furnaces,artesian \vells and soap 
and soda, lime, starch and blue of 
every aspect, quality and price. En- 
thusiasts at the hall proudly boast. 
that there is hardly an engineer or 
choruist of consequence practicing 
trwa callings in these islands not en- 
gaged in working out some process 
or other connected with tho laundry 
trade. And all this invention, tal- 
ent and enterprise aro essentially of 
modern growth. It appears to have 
reached maturity within the pu&t 
dozen years or so, necessitated in the 
first place by factory acts and en- 
couraged to its liveliest manifesta- 
tions by the public health act of 1S!)1. 
These intelligent custodians of whirl- 
ing hydro extractors and American 
shirt starchers" will tell you that 
•washing was never properly done un- 
til now; that the old, or rathei 
young, Parisian blanchisseuso v.~as 
not much better than a bungler, and 
that the pretty English lanntiry maul 
of tho long ago could not be trusted 
nowadays to properly wash a pocket 
handkerchief.

Cut oat 20 circles of pastry with a 


finted cnttc-r about two inches" in diam- 
eter. Then stamp oat an equal number 
of rings about three-quarters of an inch 
in diameter. Put these tiny rings in tho 
center of the large circles and stick 
pieces of bluccbed and shredded almouds 
around the centerpieces. Dredge these 
calces with scgar and bake them in a 
qnjek oveu for about ten minutes, or 
untij they are a nice golden brown. 


Arrange little strips of red currant 


jelly lengthwise around the edge be- 
tween the strips of almond. These rep- 
resent tbe petals cf the flower. These 
cakes are troublesome to make, bnt are 
nico for a child's party or other gala oc- 
casion.

certainty, "thero being no convey- 
ance for letters since the late peace 
to any of his osnJewry's islands in 
the West Indies, except by occasional 
ships."

OCEAN SIGNAL STATION. 


One Will Bo Kfttal>lit,l:r<l !>y tho Govern- 


ment on' Xautuckot Shoal. 


A maritime signal station is io be es- 


tablished by the government off Kan- 
tiu-kct shoal, 40 miles ont iu the Atlan- 
tic ocean, in rbe lane of travel by vessels 
bound from Europe for Ne\v York. With 
its establishment the starirai at Fire is- 
land vcill probably cease to ba impor- 
tant as the first po;i:t 0:1 the American 
coast sighted by shipping bound to New 
York from the rust, from which tho 
agents in Now York first bear from 
their vessels. 


The station has ir.ng beon considered 


practicable, but tho cost of a cable and 
doubt, as to the pisrt tlio government 
should play hi tha enterprise havo pre- 
vented lierisiv; action heretofore.

That the Continental Powers Are

Left to himself, of course, tho 
suitan would conduct tho inquiry into 
the massacres at Constantinople as he 
coiiductc-d tho inquiry into the earlier 
horrors of the interior. The representa- 
tives of tiie powers would have b<-eu 
completely hoodwinked in Asia 3Iinor 
if they had not from time to time bold-
